lives  of  literary  men  fcldom 
abouiul  with  incidents.  That  U*i- 
iarc,  which  is  nccclfary  for  tlie  acquili- 
Toii  of  knowledge,  cxchulcs  them,  in 
K»ine  meafurc,  from  the  bufy  world,  and 
iiitcnfc  lludy  feems  generally  to  fub- 
diic  in  them  the  fpirit  of  enterprife. 
l  ew  men,  even  among  the  learned,  had 
ever  lels  of  that  fpirit  than  the  honeft, 
indolent,  but  philofophic  Hume. 
His  life,  confcquently,  aftbrds  few  of 
I  hole  occurrences  which  are  commonly 
Hq>|H)led  to  give  interelt  to  a  biogvaphi- 
‘■.il  .’Miration.  But  there  is  a  pleafure  in 
tr^coig  the  progrefs  of  genius,  and  in 
»^>hur\ ing  its  various  obftrudions  and 
^  ncouiagement*  in  the  road  to  fame, 
'Hheli  has  made  the  lives  {of  authors, 
tliough  lefs  diveiiificd  by  circumftances, 
i’n)re  nniveif.dly  acceptable  than  thofe, 
i’^alup,,  of  any  other  clafs  of  men.  No 
•‘['‘>logy  need  tlierefore  be  made  for  an  .at¬ 
tempt  io  trace  the  pVogrefs  of  a  writer 
uiicqualh  d  in  his  age,  or  in  his  province — 
one  »)t  the  moll  eminent  and  cxtenfive  in 
ihe  empirre  <»f  fciencc.

world  of  late,  both  as  a  philofopher  and 
hiltorian,  was  born  about  the  year  171a, 
ill  tliat  part  of  Scotland  which  lies  be¬ 
tween  Edinburgh  and  Berwick.  His  fa¬ 
ther  was  a  country  gentleman,  or  laird, 
of  good  family,  but  ftnall  fortune,  and 
David  was  unfortunately  a  younger  fon. 
In  his  e.irly  years  he  was  by  no  means 
dillinguilhcd  as  a  fcholar,  or  by  any  of 
Ihofc  accomplirtiinents  which  are  fup|»o- 
fed  to  qualify  youth  for  the  liberal  pro- 
fcITions  ;  but,  as  the  pride  of  the  Scot- 
tilh  gentry  then  prevented  them  from 
breeding  any  of  their  children  to  mecha¬ 
nical  or  mercantile  employments ;  and 
as  the  chut*ch  in  that  country  can  only 
be  the  objeiJl  of  the  lower  clafs  of  people, 
tiic  bell  kirks  aft'ording  no  more  than  a 
decent  maiatenanee,  there  was  a  nccefll- 
ty  for  ever)'  younger  fon  of  a  genteel  fa¬ 
mily  being  bred  either  a  foldier,  a  lawyer, 
c'r  a  phyfician.  David  was  dcAined  for 
the  bar — not  fo  much  as  Inring  adapted 
to  his  genius,  as  the  line  in  which  his  re¬ 
lations  could  mofl  ctfe^lually  ferve  him. 
After  pafliog  through  his  academical 
courfes  at  the  univerfity  of  Edinburgh, 
he  ibrrt  fore  dev*)tcd  himfrlf  to  Uic  ftudy 
of  the  Scots  law,  in  which  he  made 
cQclidcrablc  proKorfs  ;  but  wke;hc.^  from 
B  b 


th.it  nritui-il  iiioui  fly  alinoft  iutVpar.tMy  fclf  informs  us,  “  to  introduce  the 
cunmo'trcl  with  merit,  .a  conk  iouf-  experimental  method  of  reafoninj:  inti> 
nefs  t»f  his  deticicnev  in  elocution,  the  moi  aHul\icv.^tS.”  'Fhe  .ahility  with  which 
happy  iiuhdence  of  his  tempt  r,  little  fit-  he  has  exeeutetl  his  dclij;n  can  only  be 
ted  for  the  contentious  bar,  oi  .iny  other  fully  difeovered  by  an  examination  of 
Iccrcl  canfc,  he  never  put  on  the  ^'oveii,  the  trcitifc  itfcif,  which,  as  a  eompofi- 
iior  even  to<d:  the  introdue^tory  iteps  n*"-  tion,  is  admirable.  The  firft  volume 
crlVary  for  that  purpofe.  Other  Hudies  treats  of  the  underftandinp,  the  fecond 
attracted  him.  of  the  j>atru)ns,  the  third  of  morals.

Ihi.^  ic'ltruint,  -ml  undergo  chearfully  all 
the  fatigues  arid  tX|Hnees  to  which  it 
fahiect.^  tlif!.!,  tlicy  mult  believe  that 
thr  ehilaren  arc  their  own  ;  that  thcii 
i.ituyrJ  inj}l::d  is  not  dircitted  to  a  wrong 
i/j;t.a,  w:Ku  they  five  a  loofc  to  love 
aia!  teudernefs. 

“  r.'ow,”  adds  he,  with  equal  jufticc 
-ml  iiige'uiity,  “  if  we  examine  the  ftrnc- 
turt  the  human  body,  we  iLall  find 
that  thi>  ferurity  ii  very  diflicult  to  be 
atiaiikd  on  our  part  ;  and  that  Ibtce,  in 
tiK  copulation  of  the  fexes,  the  principle 
i  I  generation  goes*  from  the  man  to  the 
Moinan,  an  error  may  take  place  on  the 
hdc  of  the  former,  though  it  be  utterly 
nnpodlble  on  the  lide  of  the  latter.  In 
criler,  therefore,  to  impofe  a  due  re- 
llrainl  on  the  female  fex,  we  mull  at¬ 
tach  a  i>eculiar  degree  of  fliame  to  their 
iiifiilelity  above  what  arife#  merely  troni 
itii  iiijufiice,  and  mull  bellow  proportion- 
*tble  prallVs  on  their  chaftity  :  But,  as 
human  eieaturcb,  efpecially  of  the  fc- 
nialt  kind,  are  apt  to  overlook  remote 
ennfequences  while  under  the  influence 
«f  any  prefent  temptation,  it  is  necefla- 
ry,  hfluie  the  infamy  attending  fuch  li- 
(nices,  that  there  fliould  be  fomc  precc- 
tlinj;  linckwardiiels  or  dread  which  may 
i>revent  their  ftiit  approaches,  and  give 
I  tie  female  fex  a  repugnance  to  all  cx- 
I'relhons,  and  poftnres,  and  liberties, 
th.it  have  an  immediate  relation  to  that 
enjoyment.”  So  much  good  finfe  and 
f'jiikil  rtaforjiug  was  never,  perhaps,  deli- 
ured  in  fo  few  words,  on  the  fubjcift  of 
temale  virtue,  by  any  writer  antieiit  or 
Miodern  ;  yet  this  is  an  extradt  from  the 
treatife,  w  hofe  eonfutation  has  been  im¬ 
pudently  attempted,  more  than  once,  by 
mere  cotunton  fffi/ty  and  clAldiJh  dtclama- 
tr.i:  ! 

In  the  vear  iraa,  Mr  Htime  publilhed 
two  fmaii  volumes,  confifting  of  efl'aya 
mura!,  political,  and  literary.  Thcfc 
''ere  Inttir  received  than  hu*  f*nmer 
publication,  but  contributed  little  to  hJs 
gi^neral  reputation  ab  an  author,  and  dill 
leii<  to  hia  profit ;  and  bit  fmall  patrimo- 
••y  beiag  now  almofl  fpent,  he  was  glad 
accept  of  the  office  of  library-keeper 


to  the  faculty  of  advocates.  The  falary 
annexed  to  this  place  is  only  50  1.  per  an¬ 
num  ;  but  the  opportunity  which  it  af¬ 
forded  him  of  coarnlting,  at  his  leifure, 
all  the  choice  authors  and  valuable  pa- 
pert  in  one  of  the  bed  libraries  in  Eu¬ 
rope,  may  be  conlidered  a?  no  inconlide- 
rable  circumllaucc  in  favour  of  Mr 
IlumeU  literary  charader. 

In  1746,  be  dooil  candidate  for  the 
chair  of  moral  philofophy  in  the  iiniver- 
fity  of  Edinburgh,  then  vacant  by  the  rc- 
fignation  of  the  prefent  Sir  John  Pringle, 
appointed  phyfician  to  the  army.^  Every 
one  was  convinced  of  Mr  Hume’s  abili¬ 
ties,  and  his  intcreft  wag  warmly  lup- 
ported  by  the  nobility  and  gentry  ;  but 
the  prelbytery  of  Edinburgh  having  a 
riglit  to  ohje»i  to  one  out  of  three  can¬ 
didates  named  by  the  town-council,  they 
put  their  negative  upon  honed  David, 
whole  fentiments  wcic  too  liberal  for 
their  narrow  minds. 

Thus  ballled  in  his  attempt  to  obtain 
an  office  for  which  he  was  eminently 
qualified,  and  in  which,  perhaps,  he 
could  have  been  of  more  fervicc  to  his 
country  thaw  in  any  other,  Mr  Hume 
devoted  himfelf  intirely  to  llndy,  and 
reded  all  his  hopes  of  tame  aiul  tortiinc 
on  his  merit  as  an  author.  He  publilbed 
in  the  years  1748  and  1749  I'**  Metaphy- 
fical  Elfays  nearly  as  they  now  dand  ;  a 
Diflertation  on  the  Paflions,  alfo  extrad- 
ed  from  his  Trcatifc  of  Hum.in  Nature  ; 
his  Sydem  of  Morals,  much  altered  and 
improved;  and  along  with  thefe  icvciaf 
new  moral,  critical,  and  political  elTays. 

From  politics,  in  wdiich  he  had  now 
made  cowlidcrable  progrefs,  Mr  Hume 
turned  his  inquiries  towarvls  hillory,  and 
completed,  in  17511  the  Hillory  ot  Bri¬ 
tain  under  the  Houfc  of  Stuart.  The 
tirft  volume  of  this  work  had  been  pub- 
lilhed  two  years  before,  but  was  little 
noticed,  and  the  fiicccfs  of  the  fecond 
was  by  no  means  confiderable  ;  yet  thefe 
two  volumes  are  allowed  to  be  equ-il  to 
any  part  of  his  now  judly  admired  Hif- 
torv  of  Englanil,  or  rather  of  Britain  , 
for  he  all  along  connects  the  dory  ot  the 

two  kingdoms.  . 

So  fingular  an  inftance  of  public  nc- 
glcd  cannot  be  well  accounted  for,  cfpe- 
cially  the  ttilr  i»  remarkahly 
the  period  intcrefting,  and  the  work  i.lll 
of  new  and  important  matter,  ^ec.lote. 
and  obferiation.;  The  pobhe.  however. 
ha»  fince  amply  repaid  Mr  Hnmc  foe  it. 
ingraUtude.'  Hi#  Htftory  of  the  Houfc 
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of  Stn.irt  requires  only  to  be  read  to  be 
ailrniieil ;  and  it  no  iboiicr  fell  into  the 
h.iiuls  of  Mr  Millar,  thin  at  the  head  of 
lilt  London  bookfelleis,  than  it  became 
A  favourite  pt  vforinaucc  ainonf  the  higher 
cl-ifs  of  people. 

But  Mr  Hume’s  reputation  as  an  hif- 
torian  vras  n(»t  complete  ti'l  the  publica- 
tiou  of  his  Hlftory  of  the  lloide  ot  'l‘u- 
tlor  in  i7fX.  About  the  fame  time  was 
puMllhed  l>r  KobcrlfoTds  lliflcu  y  <'f  Ma¬ 
ry  L^ufen  of  Scots,  am!  iier  Stm  James, 
till  his  Aceenion  to  the  I’lv.ont  of  Eng¬ 
land  ;  a  woik  which  was  admired,  evtu 
to  enihuriafm,  l)y  perfons  <*f  all  ranks. 
Manv  of  tl.e  fame  fubititls  are  ireared  by 
IncJi  writers,  ami  at  ecjual  length.  A 
compariron  ne  clfiidy  tV'llowed  ;  and  all 
inielijgent  men  became  Lnliblc,  after  the 
m('(l  ciitical  cNainiuation,  Iluat  the  phi- 
lt>lopiuc  tiignity,  the  logical  difpv)rition, 
the  force  of  di<fion,  the  juft  concatena¬ 
tion  of  circumfcauces,  the  lively  pictuus 
c>f  manners,  the  comprehenfiTc,  yet  dif- 
tiiK‘l  \iew5  <»•  the  interells  <>f  nations, 
and  the  intrigues  of  coiiits,  indtpendent 
of  the  manv  valuable  difquifitious,  which 
fo  rir.iiienlly  dillinguidi  Mr  Hume's 
w('rh,  were  at  Icah  a  balr^ncc  for  the 
claflical  purity  Ct  Bile,  the  liappy  felec- 
tiou  ot  ineidents,  the  keen  tlifeernment 
c»f  motiver,  a  d.  the  fine  delineation  r)f 
charai^ler  no  Icfs  ^(mipicuoiis  in  tJie 
other,  and  which  n  nd.cr  the  Iliftory  of 
Mary  one  (»f  the  nt<.h  capt.vatirg  Iwjoks 
in  our  langurgc. 

Thus  cnci'ipagcd  by  the  public  rprro- 
bation,  Mr  Ht.mc  prcparevl  for  tl.r  ;ortfs, 
with  aV,  cxjHd.irioii,  the  more  early  part 
of  Ifi'i  llifloiN  of  rnylaiul,  fr«mr  the  In- 
^ahon  of  Jnl  us  Caiar  tt)  the  Ac<  *  fT.on 
t)f  the  Houle  of  Tiui(*»*,  which,  with  t!  c 
vt.lumcs  formeily  publithcd,  bringdown 
the  pi(‘yMl>of  i1u‘  I'lighih  conB ilut’or, 
and  ll’.c  cuil  and  military  traufaei ions  of 
Biitain,  to  the  lU  vi*’utioM  ii'  mJsX,  an 
priawbrn  the  g<*veinnu'nt  ot  thlscmn- 
Iry  was  fix.d.  (.n  ’he  balls  when  it  con¬ 
tinues  to  ri  It  :  Yet  it  to  br  hir»  t  r.teil 
that  Ml  Hume  tbd  not  bilng  down  hi^ 
hiOo’V  to  the  death  of  f^men  Anne, 
svheu  the  mam. S'*,  the  Vci  laii.rc,  and 
the  mlhlaiN  input  it K>n  of  ruyl.TuO,  .u'd 
of  1  iiM'pK-,  \vc*c  at  an  height,  and  when 
tlic  accvtVion  <<f  a  nt  vv  f’rnlv  gavt  a  ntw 
dlrtvtion  to  Blit  nil  pohey  :  But  fucii  as 
it  is,  taken  a?  a  wholr,  it  n..u  confi- 
dt\t  d  as  o'.t  of  the  m.o't  t Acedent  pui- 
duVion*  liuir.au  gvr4ias,  rmd  is  cer¬ 


tainly  the  greateft  hiftorical  work  of  mo¬ 
dern  times. 

Mr  Hume's  reputation  tvns  now  com- 
pU  te.  He  was  confidercd  as  the  grealeft 
writer  of  tlie  age  ;  his  mod  inligniticant 
performances  were  fought  after  w  ith  ari¬ 
dity  ;  and  Loril  Bute,  wlio,  w'hatfvcr 
errors  he  may  have  been  guilty  of  as  a 
politician,  wid  ever  be  honoured  as  a 
patron  of  letters,  procured  for  Mr  Hume 
a  confulerablc  peiilion.  But  it  was  not 
enough  that  the  philofophic  David  Oiould 
be  rnabUd,  in  his  latter  years,  to  eat  the 
bre;ul  of  idlencfs  ai  the  rew-ard  of  his 
many  laborious  rei’earcbes  ;  his  political 
writings  affording  reafun  to  believe  that 
he  might  be  of  life  to  the  Bate,  he  wa^ 
appeintrJ  fecretary  to  Lord  Hertford, 
andifiBador  at  the  court  of  France,  and 
aftcrwanls  relident  in  the  ahfence  of  that 
nobleman. 

In  I'rauce,  Mr  Hume’s  writings  had 
long  been  known  and  admired  ;  fo  that 
be  there  found  bimfelf  of  dill  more  con- 
fmurnce  by  his  chara^er  than  his  office. 
He  was  iinivcrfally  cared'ed.  Even  the 
Indies  are  laid  to  have  loaded  him  with 
their  favours.  But  of  all  Mr  Hume’s 
advtntures,  during  his  refidence  in 
France,  nr  in  his  own  country,  there  is 
none  fo  remarkable  a*  that  which  took 
its  rife  from  his  acquaintance  with  the 
celebrated  J('hn- James  KoulTeau,  ivhom 
he  brought  over  to  England  with  him  in 
and  feu  rvhom  he  procured  the  of¬ 
fer  of  a  ptnlion  frimi  his  Majcdy. 

The  particulars  of  that  affair  haw 
been  already  piiblifhed,  and  are  too  nu¬ 
merous  and  complicated  to  enter  into 
Inch  a  d:clch  as  the  prefent :  It  will 
therefore  be  fufiieient  fiere  to  obfei'vc, 
that  Mr  Hume,  iinderdanding  that  M. 
KoufT'eau,  peiTceuted  every  where  on  the 
cortinrrt,  mraui  to  take  refuge  in  Fngr 
land,  gcrerouf’.y  cendn^trd  him  over* 
pifx'UTid  him  A  commodious  retreat,  afnl 
afte; wards  the  offer  of  a  pcnfion ;  but 
that  the  ierloiis  and  peevith  temper cf 
BoufiVao  ieil  )nm  to  rejeid  the  Tad,  aban* 
don  the  f::l^  and  abufe  Mr  liurae  as  a 
prrfiT  who  had  conlpiud  the  ruin  of  Int 
rhareCter  ur.dtr  an  appearance  of  fer- 
v'ng  him.  tho^  every  piecaiition,  wliicli 
the  mod  refined  delicacy  could  fujjfe^* 
harl  l^cen  taken  in  order  to  fpare  the 
pride  ot  that  fingnlar  man  by  the  manner 
of  ronfi  rring  thefe  obligations.  . 

An  aiiee<'c)fe  or  two  will  fufTicicntly 
d.cw  the  jeilou',  and  even  fi.fpxwus 
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Ilalifix  Hcing  an. I  liappicr  than 

foiiUl  have  ’tHcii  hoped  for.  Several 
/hips  of  war  were  left  behind  to  prote^'t 
the  tefT'cls  wliich  fljouhi  arrive  from 
Fni^land  ;  iw  which,  however,  they  were 
not  perfei^tly  fucceiVfiil,  the  great  extent, 
of  the  h.ay,  with  its  numerous  iflands 
and  creeks,  aru!  the  ntimV^er  of  fmall 
forts  that  furronnd  it,  atfording  fuch 
opp<>rt\iiiibcs  to  the  provincial  armed 
boats,  and  fnta’l  irivaterrs,  that  they 
took  a  number  ef  ihefc  d  ij*^,  whiv'h  were 
fill  in  ig!ioiance  that  the  to\.’a  had 
changed  inaHerh. 

As  fr\cral  movemeats  made  by  the

'l‘hc  fuccenrs  tliat  were  lent  futfered  in¬ 
credible  hanindps  in  their  march  ;  which 
they  endured  with  that  fortitude  .which 
had  hitherto  diflinguilhed  the  IVovinciaii 
in  this  wMr.  On  the  other  hand,  Gcu. 
CarUton  guarded,  wltlr  his  nfuaJ  vigi¬ 
lance,  arainfl  every  efibrt  of  fraud,  force, 
and  fni prize;  but  as  all  fupplies  were 
cut  ofl  from  the  country,  the  inhabitants 
and  garrifon  experienced  many  diftref-

It  was  one  of  thofc  bold  or.- 
denakings  which  might  have  been  pru- 
ciueHive  of  great  advantage;  but  which 
was  of  too  perilous  a  nature  for  any 
thing  lefs  than  the  moft  defperate  fUuA- 
tion  of  affairs  to  juflify.  'i’hey  miflid 
their  time  by  about  an  hour,  which,  Iho’ 
they  paffed  the  armed  (hips  without  oh- 
fervation,  occaliuned  their  l>eing  difeo* 
vered,  and  the  alarm  given  at  their  laiui- 
ing.  They  afterwards  got  into  bad 
grounds,  and  were  involved  in  m;iny 
other  difficulties,  which  threw'  them  in¬ 
to  diforder  and  confufion.

[J  line  8.],  they  found  Brig.  Frafer*»corps 
in  preparation  to  receive  them,  having 
landed  feveral  light  lix  pounders,  which 
were  played  upon  them  w  ith  great  effed.

Nefl>it*8  coq)* 
kept  the  river  fule  to  prevent  their  efrape 
to  the  boats,  while  Frafer’s,  in  purfuit, 
g.alled  them  feverely  w  ith  their  light  ar¬ 
tillery.  Between  both,  they  were  dnvr. 
for  fome  miles  through  a  deep  fwanip, 
which  they  traverfed  with  incouccivaWc 
toil,  cNpofcd  to  conftant  danger,  and  en¬ 
during  every  degree  of  diltrefr- 
Biitifli  troops  at  length  grew  tired  oftbf 
purfuit,  and  the  woods  afforded  then;

Tlie  minifters  had 
hifnre  to  turn  their  attention  towards 
foreign  affairs.  The  account  of  Cortes’s 
victories,  filit  d  his  countrymen  with  ad¬ 
miration.  'J  he  e.xtent  and  value  of  his 
conqueHs  became  tlie  ohjtCt  of  valt  and 
iiitrrening  hopes.  Whatever  Ihain  he 
might  liave  contra(5ted,  by  the  irregiila- 
rily  ot  the  (teps  which  he  took  in  order 
to  attain  powtr,  was  fo  fully  eflaced  by 
the  fpicador  and  met  it  of  the  great  ac¬ 
tions  which  lliis  liad  enabled  tiim  to  per- 
tVirm,  tliat  every  lieart  revoltcil  at  llie 
thought  of  inflicting  any  cenfure  on  a 
man,  whofe  fei  vici  s  intitird  him  to  the 
higliefl  marks  of  ilinini^tion.

Hut  his  reeeption  there  wa3  very  diffe¬ 
rent  from  th.rt  whieli  gratitude,  and  t  veil 
dtccncy,  ought  to  have  I'eciireel  for  him. 
I'he  r.uiit  of  liis  antit.nl  exploits  was  al- 
reavly,  iri  a  great  nieafiire,  forgotten,  or 
cclipfed  by  the  tame  of  rec  iit  and  more 
valnaljlt  con(|uelts  in  another  quarter  of 
America.  No  fervicc  of  moment  was 
now  expc*tcd  from  a  man  of  d.eclining 
years,  and  viht)  began  to  be  iinfoi lunate. 
The  emperor  behaved  to  him  witli  cold 
civility  ;  hiu  minilters  treated  him,  fome- 
times  with  neileCi,  fonietimcs  within- 
folcnce.  His  gi  ievanct  s  rtccived  no  re- 
drefs;  his  claims  were  urged  wiiliout 
efl'cCt  ;  and  after  fevtral  years  fpent  in 
frnitltfs  Hpplieation  to  minifUis  and 
an  occupation  the  molt  irkfomc 
and  mortifying  to  a  man  of  high  fpirit, 
who  had  moved  in  a  fphere  u  here  he  was 
more  aecuflomed  toeominand  than  to  fo- 
Hcit,  Coites  ended  liis  days  on  the  fe- 
cond  of  December,  one  thoufand  five 
hundred  and  forty-frven,  in  llie  fixty- 
fecond  year  of  !,is  .age.  His  fate  was  the 
fan.e  witli  that  of  .dl  the  perfms  who 
didinguilhed  Ihrmielves  in  the  difcoveiy 
rr  ciMiqnef^  of  the  New  Wi  rld.  linvied 
hy  his  eunlemporaries,  and  ill  requited  by 
the  coiiil  uhiih  he  leivcd,  he  has  bun 
admired  and  celebrated  by  lueeeeding 
ages.  Which  h.is  formed  the  moll  jnlt 
eftim.Hte  of  liis  chara<5ler,an  impartial  l  on- 
fuleralion  of  his  aillions  mull  determine.

The  (liort  charaeffers  of  each  genas  are 
prefixed  in  Latin  to  each  cl.ifs,  as  they 
have  l>tcn  printed  in  the  lall  edition  of 
the  Linnsean  SyMcm.  At  the  head  of 
each  genub  is  placed  its  definition  more 
at  large,  likewife  in  Latin,  extra^ed 
from  the  Genera  Plantarum  of  Linnxui. 
Under  each  genus  are  arranged  the  fevc- 
ral  fpecies,  with  their  trivial  names,  and 
(hort  definitions,  or,  as  Linnxus  calls 
tiicm,  differentijr  fpedfex^  in  I. at  in,  co- 
pieii  from  the  S^ftem.  Thtii  follow  the 
references  to  other  authors,  the  £ngli(h»  ' 
the  Scots,  and  the  Gaelic  or  Erfe  names, 
fo  far  as  they  are  known  and  generalljr 
received.  To  thrfe  arc  fubjoined  each 
plant’s  particular  jrlacc  of  growth  or  na¬ 
tive  foil;  iti  duration,  and  time  of 
dowering.  After  this  Mr  Lightfoot  adds  > 
a  Aiort  defcripiiim  of  each  plant  in  Eng- 
lidi,  in  order,  as  he  fays,  to  affill  the 
Tyro  or  learner,  for  whom  he  affects  to 
take  peculiar  pains,  aud  of  whom  he 
otten  (peaks  with  a  fomewhat  magi(leri«d 
air.  The  clafs  (»f  cryptopamia,  contain¬ 
ing  ferns,  miidirooms,  moffes,  fea-weeds^ 
^cc.  fccin  to  have  eugrolfcd  moft  of  his 
care,  as  it  ocenp  es  almolt  the  w'holc  fe- 
cond  volume;  and  indeed  he  tells  ur.y 
that  the  plants  of  this  clafs  coft  more 
time  and  attention  than  all  the  other 
twenty-three  claffes  Urgether. 

The  publication  of  the  Flora  Scotica 
contains  five  plates  of  birdrf,  and  thirty 
of  plants,  betides  a  figure  of  a  plant  on 
the  title-page  of  each  volume.  Thrlc 
plates  may  polTibly  be  intended  to  aflid 
the  botanical  Tyro  ;  but  there  needs  vciy 
little  knowledge  ot  botany  to  prove  thitv 
in  maiif  cafes  llu-y  will  be  mi»rc  apt  to 
miUcad  than  to  guide.  The  preateft 
part  arc  better,  or  at  leaft,  equally  well 
drawn  in  Oeder’t*  Flora  D.uiica,  and 
Haller’s  Stirpes  Hclvetix  ;  and  fome  arc 
evidently  copied  from  ( hence  ;  for  iu- 
(tance,  the  AJiragulm  Vralcnfn^  the  Ri/^/ri 
Cbatuxmorujy  anti  the  flower  of  the  An- 
thericum  Calytulaiumy  and  KpilMum  Al- 
pimirr.  Among  the  bad  drawings  we 
may  faftly  reckon  the  figures  of  Rappia 
maritima,  Saxi/raga  nivalh,  TlxiUtlrum 
Alpinum^  Hirracium  Alphium^  Serratula 
Aipinn^  Lohelia  DortmannMt  and  Opbrys 
CoraUorhiza,
